EDITORIAL COMMENT 


WE APPLAUD BADLY 


F 


OR the sake of a host of campaign orators 


\vli0ic speeches are going to be delpyed and 


dragged out against their will, and whose best 
points arc going to be obscured, by the ill-rcgula- 
tcd applause of their admirers, we wish to ad- 
dress a few don'ts to American political audi- 
ences at the outset of the campaign of 1906. 


( i) Don't cheer and stamp for twent\ min- 


utes \\hile the speaker is on his feet awaiting a 
chance to begin. It pleases him at first, say for 
about fifty seconds. 
After that it wearies him 


and starts him guessing. 
He "knows that the 


normal human throat cannot yell a full minute 
without positive distress, and that genuine en- 
thusiasm stops short of self-laceration, and he 
wonders what politician is trying- to establish a 
claim for future office by marshaling his claque. 
Beyond that, the yells and stamping raise the 
temperature and the dust, precipitate and accen- 
tuate the period of lassitxide that comes over an 
audience during 311 extended address and pre- 
maturely exhausts an enthusiasm that would bet- 
ter he preserved for the telling points which come 
later. 


(2) Don't overdo the applause am where in 


a speech. The net result of factitious enthusiasm 
is that an address of moderate length is spun out 
into what seems a long one, and the orator whose 
self-esteem was pleasantly titillated by the evi- 
dences of his pcrsuashe and moving eloquence 
will find himself cursed b\ the succeeding speak- 
er \\hosc time he has imwittineflv invaded, and 


rapped the next day by the newspapers for de- 
livering himself of a book. 


(3) Don't butt in with your hand-clapping 


when you see the point coming, but before it lias 
arrived. This also is likely to please the speak- 
er for a fugitive moment. 
But pretty soon it 


irritates him, as lie sees his apt and humorous 
anecdote anticipated, his most epigrammatic sen- 
tence drowned in a whirl of "laughter and ap- 
plause." It occurs to him that perhaps he deals 
too mncl' in the obvious, when his hearers are 
able to see what he is doing before he has done it 
Besides, their premature applause brings him 
face to face with the knowledge that his speech 
will read foolishly in print, or after the applause 
has subsided he must make it, lamely enough. 
with an effect as grotesque as that achieved on 
the vaudeville stage when the target bell behind 
the scenes rings before, instead of after, the 
marlfrman's shot. 


Doubtless American audiences arc good-na- 


tured, appreciative'and quick-witted. 
They ad- 


mit it themselves. But at opera and concert they 
have a way if marring a programme by insist- 
ing- early in the evening on encores that deprive 
later numbers of their value in unjaded appre- 
ciation, and by butting in and drowning out in a 
tempest of "bravos" the high C of the tenor just 
as he reaches it. , At a political speech they do 
much the same thing h} applauding too long and 
too soon. 


A PLAGUE OF LAWS

UDGE PARKER'S complaint that the Ameri- 


can lawmakers are overloading the courts 


with hastily-hatched and half-baked la\\s to be 


construed, is not without justification. We suffer 


from a veritable plague of Ia\\ s. 
If any abuse 


exists the first thing to be done is to pass a law 
to abate or regulate it. It matters not that there 


he a nple law to deal with the abuse if it be en- 


forced 01 that the abuse docs not call for law so 
much as public disapproval, the legislature pro- 
ceeds to grind out an act. The mere passing of 
a law is deemed a remedy. The abuse is forgot- 
ten and likeh as not continues unchecked with 
the law ignored. 


From statistics compiled by a Philadelphia 


newspaper it appears that the United States leads 
all other countries in the number of its 
laws. 


And in no civilized country in the world is law 
held in such little respect as here. "We have great 
faith in the efficacy of law enacting, but only 
contempt for the lav, itself. The British empire, 
has sixt\-fivc legislative bodies. 
In 1903 the\ 


passed about 1,900 acts and ordinances. 
The 


state legislatures of the United States in that 
year enacted more than 14,000 laws and resolu- 
tions. In America it not always the most popu- 
lous state that needs, or seems to need, the most 
legislation. 
In 1903 Xorth Carolina led \\ith 


i,200 enactments. The legislature of Wisconsin 
has been prolific in the hatching of laws. Kvery 
legislative session hatches enough laws to make 
a code for an empire. And it never ceases in its 
labors. 
'Each leanslatuic strives to outdo its 


predecessor in the grist turned from the legisla- 
tive mill. 


We are burdened with a multiplicity of laws. 


If there were fe\\er laws the laws that were en- 
acted might be of a better quality—at least they 
could not be \vorse than thc\ are when the abil- 
ity of a legislator is determined by the bills that 
he introduces and succeeds in having passed. 
Some day there may be a law that, will require 
a legislature to repeal two laws every time it 
passes one law. Then, perhaps the plague will 
be abated.
